call such a session or to enact 
redistricting laws would have re- 
Quired all House candidates from 
the three states to run on a 
statewide basis.

ager, Rep. Francis E. Walter, D-

and it caught friends and 


foes by surprise although it had 
been discussed in previous com- 
mittee sessions. 


Walter, who said that the bill 


was dead as far as he was con-

The commitment', which Hal-

Planes Blast

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 


—Vietnamese fighter-bombers to- 
day battered the Mekong River 
delta while ground forces pushed 
through swamps near the South 
Chijia Sea hunting guerrillas. 


There -were no immediate re- 


ports on the results of the air 
strikes carried out by B25 two- 
engine bombers and T28 single-

rockets, machine guns and bombs.
